Jend themselves readily to contraband dealing. 
On these grounds, It is deemed unilkely that any 
considesatié ~rnuggiing will arise through 
increasing the import dutles by 2 per cent. 

- A recent extensive fire [In cargo boats Inden 
with petroleum In a canal at Batavia has been 
traced to an attempt at thelt. The thief, s native, 
on finding one boat unguarded, crept {nto it at 
night, lantern in hand, to steal some petroleum. 
The gaa from leaky cases in the boat caught 
fire, with the resnlt that the whole cargo was 
goon ablaze, The thief pot reverely burned, and 
jumped into the water. He died of the burns 
after admitting what he had done, : 

‘The Galungeung, # volcano in West Java, 
has suddenly spring [oto activity, after years of 
aulescence Showers of ashes and earthquakes, 
says the Bafavia Niewwsblad, have alarmed 
the neighbouring people, who remember bow an 
eruptlon of the Gontur, a volcano close by, In 
1822, resulted In the destruction of 114 villages 
and the loss of over 4.000 Hyves. 

The Chinaman from Java: who dled at 
Singapore the other day of hydrophobla after 
treatment at the Pasteur Institute in Saigon, was 
a well-to-do trader at Sourabays, where he was 
bitten by a mad dog, which also bit two 
Javanese. He and the two Javanese were sent 
for treatment to Saigon at the exoense of the 
Java Government, Nothing {s known yet of the 
fate of the Javanese patients, 

On the 18th October, several Chinese new 
arrivals from SIngapore were arrested at 
Sourabaya for haviog frrged permits to land In 
Java In thelr poasesslon. It seems that there is 
aregolar trade In these forged papers at Sing- 
apore.

Hangchow, November 5th, 

We have hada long season of dry weather. 
‘The water in the canal, ponds, and lakes is very 
low and correspondingly foul. Bad ale and 
worse water have combined to produce a great 
deal of sickness inthe clty and throughoot the 
country. Cropsare rsther short and the prices 
of provistons are higher than usual. It isa 
great mercy (hat no fires of any consequence 
have occurre’ for several months, but the record 
wes broken last night by a large fire, fo which 
about roo sho-s énthe main street were baroed, 
but no Ives were lost, 

Several weeks ago, & large oumber of boxes 
were returried to the Gavernor, contaloing the 
presents he had sent to the Empress Dowager, 
with the message from ber Majesty that she 
would prefer money ‘to carry on the war, fn the 
place of presenta to herself, The war has not 
produced any very marked effects in this region, 
thoogh we see a good number of soldiers, {o 
thelr bright new uniforms, passing to and fro on 
the street. There are also banners and drums 
and gongs and other things Indicating the pomp 
and circumstance of war, but very few guos 
appear on the scene. Several thousand soldiers 
have been enlisted here, and several regiments 
have been sent to Weachow, Niogpo and other 
places. They receive Tis, 3.60 while in barracks, 


and Tis, 4.20 If sent off, 


There are no indicatlons.of a hostile spirit on 
the part of the, people towards forelgners 80 far 
as we can perceive. They like to ask as the 
-‘newa when we give the opportunity, and they 
show a wonderful iznorance of. the state of 
affairs, often speaking of ut as engaged io the 
fight, A few days ago a soldier came Into my 
chapel. After afew words of conversation, In 
which it appeared that he was a Hunan man, he 
seld: “You - will not be allowed to remaln 
bere Hf the war continues." By this t'me other 
people had come {s, ‘and some of them 
spoke up and rteproved the soldiers for 
maklog such # remark, saying: “This foreign 
teacher has been here a number of years and he 
dots not know anything about the war; he’ 
simply knows about preaching and exbosting 
people to worship God.” I thought it was very 
contiderate in them to take my port, but I told 
them that being an American I-have no part ia 
ithe war, and then I sald to the soldier: ‘You 
will bave ecrough to do {in attending to the 
J»pavese and would do well to keep peace with 
America, Fngland and other forelgn powers,” 
Heo sald “ That's true," and we had some more 
pleasant words and be left highly pleased, 

Two priests were executed bere about ten days 
ago on the cherge of being sples. They were 
arrested near Ningpo and were both Japanese, 
It is reported that one of them, who, was pro- 
bably a spy, wae met one day by a Chinese 
soldier who: had been to Japan, Ho spoke to 
him in Japanese and got foto his confidence, 
learned bis rlsce of shade snd cromlsed to visit 
him next day; He fulfilled his promise, but took 
other soldiers with him and arrested the young 
priest and also an old priest, who was also a 
Japanese, but had Ityed there form oomber of 
years, It {s belleved that he was {nnocent, bat 
he was made to suffer because he harboured a
